feature of the Italian treasury receipts 
for til* tis iii year ended last June. 
This is a < nnsid rabic advance on the* 
p B '.s of th * pr ceding year. 
The Ita l­ 
ian So. 'Titlists are anti-gamblers and 
want the lotteries abolished, hut they 
are not likely to succeed in their abo­ 
lition campaign, as till the southerners, 
and es; ocially 
the Neapolitans, are 
confirm* d gamblers. 
Other sources of revenue also show 
substantial increases, making the total 
collected $12,000,000 larger than the 
previous year. 
This does not Include 
the additional 2 per cent duty which 
was imposed halfw ay through the pre­ 
vious year for the relief of Messina 
and Reggio. 
This duty lins yielded in 
eighteen months $4,244,205. 
E ve ry item of the Italian revenue is 
in a healthy state except the land tax. 
the diminution of which is explained 
by the concessions made to the dis­ 
tricts affected by the great earthquake 
and tho customs, which have had less 
corn and sugar passing through them 
in consequence of recent legislation. 
The financial statement closes with a 
balance to tile good of $5,787,770.
